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A REVIEW of the recently collected statistical details of the strength 
of the State’s flocks and herds as at June 30th last, or thereabouts, 
and the pastoral and dairying production for the year ended on the 
same date, whilst not revealing any substantial uplift, indicates 
that these industries are in a satisfactory condition ; specially is 
this so in view of the exceptionally dry period experienced throughout 
the State in the latter half of the period covered by the returns. 
Throughout this report the figures appearing in parentheses, unless 
otherwise stated, are those for 1921-22, inserted for comparative 
purposes. 
STRENGTH OF FLOCKs. 

Cattle.— 425,811 (419,197): increase 6,614, or 1-58 per cent, 
Of the total number the dairying herds account for 170,362 (165,866). 
an increase of 4,496, or 2-71 per cent. ; 135,450 (131,054) of these 
were either in milk or dry at the time of collection, and 34,912 (34,812) 
were heifers over 1 year and under 2 years of age. 

Horses. —264,150 (267,639) ; decrease, 3,489, or 1-30 per cent. Of 
this number 85,636 (86,178) were described as light, and 177,076 
(179,897) as draught horses, and entire horses over 2 years old 
numbered 1,438 (1,564). 

Sheep.—6,305,133 (6,257,052) ; increase, 48,081, or -77 per cent. 
These figures include the effective winter lambing results to the 
time of tailing. Of this total the number of ewes were reported 
to be 2,794,274 (2,709,667). The flocks within counties have de- 
creased in the Central Division by 1,574, and Lower North 21,950 ; 
and increased in the Upper North by 63,372 ; South-East by 57,019 ; 
Western by 52,844; and Murray Mallee by 19,264. In the outside 
pastoral areas the net decrease was 120,894, the north-western 
section of these areas shows an increase of 12,160, and the north- 
eastern a decrease of 105,327 and the northern 29,707, the lambing 
being low in these districts. Over one-third of the sheep in the 
State are in flocks of 1,000 and under, and represent nearly 90 per 
cent. of the flock owners. 

Pigs.—75.520 (87,667); decrease, 12,147, or 13-86 per cent. ; 
118,765 (102,854) pigs were slaughtered during the year, of which 
60,525 (53,792) were for bacon and ham. 

Goats.—8,765 (8,411); increase, 354. The Angora goats, mostly 
half-bred, numbered 1,193; 318 Angora goats were reported to have 
been shorn and 1,230lbs. of mohair obtained. 

Other Stock.—Camels, 2,852 (3,066); mules 901 (971) ; 
3,897 (3,665) ; and ostriches, 624 (577).

LAMBING. 

The lambing generally was satisfactory ; 2,414,221 (2,327,944) 
ewes were mated, and 1,395,278 (1,526,015) lambs were marked, the 
effective drop to time of marking averaging 57-79 (65-55) per cent. 
Within counties 1,192,212 (1,229,153) lambs were marked, averaging 
61-11 (66-00) per cent., but in the outside pastoral country only 
203,066 (296,862) were marked, giving the low average of 43-84 
(63-75) per cent. 

Imports AND Exports oF LIVESTOCK. 
(Excluding interstate trade by sea—No record). 

Year ended June 30th.—The imports of sheep exceeded the exports 
by 168,499 and cattle by 25,237. 

During the last five year the imports of sheep in excess of exports 
has averaged annually 80,392 and cattle 28,895. The following are

slaughterings for export being 182,702 against 57,062 for the previous 
season. Cattle, 127,294 (95.323), increase 31,971. Pigs, 118,765 
(102,854), increase 15,911. 

Morvatiry. 

In comparison with the previous season the reported losses of 
livestock from dogs and foxes, drought, natural causes, &e., were 
as follows :—

Woot PRopuctTiIon. 

For the season 1922-23 6,042,667 (5,905,663) sheep were reported 
as shorn. The clip of wool obtained was 45,779,670 (45,498,440) lbs., 
averaging sheep and lambs 7:58 (7-70) lbs. per fleece ; sheep, 8-75 
(9:02) Ibs.; lambs, 2°57 (2:74) lbs. Including wool fellmongered 
and on skins the total production is estimated at 54,929,801 
(54,038,262) Ibs. in the grease, the value of which, on the average 
export value per pound of 17-:76d. (11-95d.), would be £4,064,805 
(£2,690,655).

Datryine. 


The dairying industry during the previous season made substantial 
headway, and the results of last season indicate that the advance 
then made has been a little more than maintained. The herds now 
number 170,362 (165,866), an increase of 4,496. On June 30th. 
92,376 (90,867) were reported to be in milk and 43,074 (40,187) 
dry. Heifers under 2 years old numbered 34,912 (34,812). 


The production of butter is just above and that of cheese just below 
the record outputs of the previous year, the quantities being butter 
14,646,632 (14,565,599) Ibs. and cheese 3,261,565 (3,392,400) lbs. 

The production of bacon and ham was 5,002,199 (5,089,424) Ibs., 
decrease 87,225lbs. 


The average yearly market prices for dairy produce were—Butter 
(factory), 1s. 84d. (1s. 44d.) ; cheese, 10d. (84d.); bacon, Is. 1Jd. 
(1s. 13d.) ; and ham, Js. 5d. (1s. 4d.) per lb. 

The estimated value of all dairy products (butter, cheese, bacon, 
ham, pork, &c., and milk consumed as such) was £1,979,465 
(£1,839,178), an increase of £140,287. The oversea exports of butter 
were 3,185,346 (3,897,152) lbs. valued at £268,223 (£242,662), or 
20d. (15d.) per lb. In addition 342,380 (200,949) lbs. of cheese, 
valued at £13,290 (£6,256) were exported to oversea countries.

509; Upper North, 683; South-Eastern, 486; Western 186; and 
Murray Mallee, 461. 

MarKer Prices OF STOCK, 

Increases are noted in the average market prices of cattle and 
sheep for the year, the yearly average for prime bullocks rising from 
£11 7s. 6d. to £14 9s.; prime cows, £7 12s. 6d. to £8 19s.; prime 
merino wethers, £1 3s. 6d. to £1 17s.; prime crossbred wethers, 
£1 2s. to £1 lls. 9d.; but there was a drop in the prices of pigs, 
baconers falling from £4 7s. 6d. to £4, and porkers from £2 14s. 6d. 
to £2 9s.
